Storms Swoop 
From Missouri into 
Illinois, Indiono

A three-state tornado rampage 
killed I person and injured 33 Tues­ 
day night and the U. S. Weather 
Bureau warned of possible twisters 
today in six more states. 
Tornado warnings were posted 
for parts of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi, 
Alabama 
and Louisiana. The Chicago Wea­ 
ther Bureau lifted earlier warnings 
for areas in Illinois and Indiana, 
scene 
of Tuesday night's worst 
twisters. Warnings for Ohio and 
western Pennsylvania also were 
lifted. 
Severe thunderstorms also were 
expected to lash the region in the 
wake of twisters which started in 
Missouri, touched down at Buck­ 
ley, JU., and then raced with full 
firry into Indiana. 
At Marion, Ind., a twister ripped 
a mile-long path 
of destruction 
through the heart of the residential 
district, killing a young woman 
and injuring 2S persons. 
Other 
tornadoes smashed the small In­ 
diana towns of Dunnington and 
Galveston. 
Although 
the tornado barrage 
slackened today, vicious weather 
ranged far across both the East 
and the West.

Thawing weather sent death- 
dealing avalanches down moun­ 
tainsides today in this land of 
the midnight sun. 
At least 28 persons were kill­ 
ed in three thundering snow 
slides that struck within hours 
of each other. 
It brought to 
36 the number of persons kill­ 
ed in avalanches in Europe in 
the last 24 hours. 
The three new avalanches 
roared down mountains in the 
Lofoten Islands, north of the 
Arctic Circle. 
One of them swept a steel 
and concerete power station in­ 
to the sea. 
Three avalanche deaths w-ere 
recorded in Germany and five 
in Switzerland.

WASHINGTON (IPi-House inves­ 
tigators charged today that the 
Navy’s 500-million-dollar, Demon 
fighter program failed because of 
“costly errors" committed by Mc­ 
Donnell

A House Government Operations 
subcommittee reported that four 
test pilots were killed trying to 
fly the Demons. It said the planes 
were unfit because of inadequately 
powered jet engines. 
Nearly 300 of the planes were 
built at a cost of $2,600,000 each. 
Of the first 60 produced, the sub­ 
committee said, 56 will never fly.

WASHINGTON tip — President 
Eisenhower made it clear today 
that Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon can have the Republican 
vice presidential nomination again 
if he wants it. 
Mr. Eisenhower angrily rejected 
any suggestion that he dump Nixon 
as his running mate. 
He emphasized, however, that 
he has not presumed to tell Nix­ 
on what he should do; that Nixon 
must chart his own political Al­ 
ture.

Eisenhower told his news 
conference that he has no criticism 
of Nixon as a man, an associate 
or a running mate on the Repub­ 
lican ticket. But he said he has 
not presumed to tell Nixon what he 
should do about the campaign this 
year. 
The President also said that if 
his general physical fitness to con­ 
duct the burdens of hard work In 
the presidency showed signs of 
definite deterioration, 
he would 
then step aside and put the matter 
before the American people.

WASHINGTON (URI — The Pcn- 
i tagon is considering a major step- 
i up in B52 production to overcome 
Russia’s admitted lead in heavy 
i bomber output. 
It was learned today that this 
government now accepts as fact 
that Russia is building more—per­ 
haps twice as many—ultra-modern 
heavy jet bombers per month than 
the United States, which has al­ 
ways previously excelled in that 
field. 
While B52 production is 
rising, presently forecast monthly 
rates for this country and Russia 
indicate the U. S. Air Force has 
virtually ne chance of catching up 
with Russia without a speed-up. 
The U. S. production rate is 
scheduled to reach a peak of 17 
B52s a month, about four times 
the current production. 
The Air 
Force is now considering the pos­ 
sibility of a step-up to 25 or more 
a month and a substantial increase 
in the total numbers to be pro­ 
duced.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. — Several 
skeletons and a large number of 
Indian objects were uncovered in 
1955 by the Hlinois State Museum 
at an ancient Indian campsite in 
southern Illinois. 
Museum curator of anthropology 
Melvin L. Fowler described the 
find in his “Summary of the 1955 
Archaeological Field Party at Mo­ 
doc Rockshelter.” 
Modoc Book­ 
shelf^ is located beside a protect­ 
ing bluff in Randolph county near 
Prairie du Rocher. 
The summary stated that the 
rockshelter, excavated to a depth 
of 19 feet last summer, revealed 
an abundance of Late Archaic In­ 
dian artifacts. These included pro­ 
jectile points, hide scrapers, knives, 
drills and unfinished bannerstones. 
The ancient skeletons were found 
buried in flexed or bent positions, 
most of them in poor condition. 
Fowler said the campsite has 
been proven to be more than 10,- 
000 years old. 
Carbon samples 
taken from the remains of a camp­ 
fire there indicate it was kindled 
about 8,000 B. C. The campsite is 
believed to be the oldest one of 
continuous occupation found east 
of the Rocky mountains. 
Large quantities of animal skel­ 
etons were also found, the sum­ 
mary stated, and are being studied 
by Dr. Paul W. Parmalee, museum 
curator of zoology. 
It is expected 
that analyses will show different 
species of animals predominating 
in Illinois during various time per­ 
iods. 
The Museum and the University 
of Arizona are conducting tests on 
pollen samples found in the lower 


depths of the site to 'determine 
what kinds of plant life existed 
thousands of years ago. 
Fowler 
predicted that results of these tests 
will indicate Illinois had a hot and 
dry climate about 5,000 years ago. 
Facts obtained through excava­ 
tion about the Indians, animals, 
plants and climate of Hlinois aid 
considerably in reconstructing the 
history' of the state, Fowler said. 
The Museum plans another ar­ 
chaeological expedition to the rock­ 
shelter this summer to lower the 
site to a depth of 26 feet.

They were met by

The body had been 
buried in a shallow grave, and it
